Counselor Bates Says City 
May Build Them. 


HARBOR SURPLUS TO BE USED 


LEGAL OPINION IS BASED ON 
QUESTION OF MUNICIPAL 
HEALTH. 


Fund of $52,040.46, Having Been De- 
clared Available, Will Be Devoted 
to Construction of Float- 
ing Houses. 


In his opinion on the legality of using 
harbor department funds for the establish- 
ment of public baths, Which was made pub- 
lic Wednesday morning, City Counselor 
Bates says that the harbor department's 
Surplus is lawfully available for any proper 
muricipal expenditure. 

Whether the building of bath houses is a 
proper expenditure of city money depends, 
he says, on the purpose for which the baths 
are built. If they are considered as a 
charity, the city has no right to spend its 
money :n this way. 

if, on the other hand, they 
iS a reasonable necessity to public healta, 
jt is proper for the city to spend its funds 
in buliding them. 

The city would have no right to charge 
for the use of the baths, Mr. Bates says. 

Fiarbo: Commissioner Whyte said 
Wednesday that the opinion seemed rather 
a compiicated one, but that he would in- 
jerpret it favorably and would prepare an 
ordinance for the construction of three 
hath houses, one of which might be built 
immediateiy. 

The surplus of the harbor fund amounts 
te $52,040.46, which is more than sufficient to 
bulld a floating bathhouse of the most 
ample proportions. It may be found suf- 
ficient to build a central establishment and 
one or more branches. 

The surplus will increase more rapidly 
during the present year than heretofore, Mr. 
Whyte believes. 

The city counselor's opinion states that. 
while the transfer of funds will be legal, 
an ordinance for the purpose will have to 
be’ passed to authorize the expenditure. 

Such an ordinance wil) be prepared at 
once, to be presented to the Municipal A&- 
sembiv before its summer adjournment.

@ nce the present city administration came

“Scranton Operators,” Says Mr. Ser- 
geant, “Are Reduced to Almost 
Penury by the Steady De- 
cline in Wages.”’ 


Frank P. Sargent, head of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen, and mem- 
ber of the national labor arbitration com- 
mittee of which Senator M. A. Hanna is 
chairman, stated to the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
day morning that a general sympathy 
Strike of all the soft cval miners in the 
United States would probably be ordered 

He declared that the mmers of the Penn- 
Sylvania coal region had refused absolute- 
ly to treat with the regularly constituted 
arbitration board, and a sympathy strike 
of the soft-coal men was the only recourse. 


Scranton Miners 
in Dire Straits. 

“The anthracite miners,”’ continued Mr. 
Sargent, “asked very little and were will- 
ing to make concessions. 

“But the attitude of the operators from 
the start was such that I did not hesitate 
to suggest the asatrike to John Mitchell, 
president of the United Mine Workers of 
America. 

“The miners of the Scranton district 
were reduced to want and almost penury, 
I might say, and their wages were under- 
ging a steady decline. 

“About the avevage pay is $1.50 per day. 

“TI do not see at this time any hope of a 
compromise. 

“The coal barons believe they are mas- 
ters of the situation, while the working- 
men are equally confident of their strength 
and their chances of success. 

“There are 180,000 men idle as a result of 
the strike. 

“Not all these, of course, are members 
of the union. A large number are men 
employed on the railroads in various ca- 
pacities, who are thrown out of work by 
the shutting down of the mines. 

‘There are between 425,000 and 460,000 soft- 
coal miners throughout the country, and 
not one union in my judgment would hesi- 
tate a moment to respend favorably to a 
call for a genera! strike. 

“That such a strike there will positively 
be I cannot say officially. 

“My opinion is based solely on conference 
T have held with President Mitchell and 
other leaders. 

“Mr. Mitchell ts disposed above all 
things to settle the strike by arbitration. 

“Labor has reached a point in this ccoun- 
try when it believes and advocates peace 
as preferable to war. 

“But when men are overridden by dicta- 
torial employers we are forced to take 
stern action.” 

Mr. Sargent arrived in St. Louls Wednes- 
day morning and is registered at the Ter- 
minal Hotel. 

While here he will confer with 
of the local labor leaders. 

Recently he was appointed commissioner 
of immigration by President Roosevelt, and 
will assume the dutles of that office June 
15.

Companies must pay city license tax of 1 
mili for each passenger carried. License 
tax of $25 per car is repealed. 

All cars must run to end of line and no 
passenger shall be required to change cars. 

Cars shall be heated when temperature 
is below 40 degrees. 

Speed shall not exceed 10 miles an hour 
in business district bounded by Grand ave- 
nue, Arsenal street and East Grand~ ave- 
nue, and shall not exceed 15 miles an hour 
outside these boundaries. 

Intervals between care vary from 8 to 6 
minutes, according to time of day, except 
between midnight end 5:30 in the morn- 
irg. when one bour intervals are allowed. 

No car shall stand in atreet when not in 
use. 

Cars shall have right of wuy over ve- 
hicles, whose drivers mus: turn aside when 
6igraled by motormen 

Cars must stop on signal. 

Care must etop 10 to 2 feet from a rail- 
road crossing. 

Cars must stop befcre crossing Iintersect- 
ing track. 

Women and children shall not be a'lowed 
to get on or off moving cars.

Officers of companies are responsible for 
orders which conflict with law. 

Conductors shall announce 
streets and intersecting lines. 

Cars must be kept clean. 

Supervisor of street railroads may be ap- 
pointed by maror, at salary of $150 month- 
ly. 

Companies oust furnish correct reports 
of passengers carried. 

City comptroller may arpoint six inspect- 
ors to examine returns of con.paries. 

Companies unable or unwilling to con- 
form to laws may surrender their charters 
and abandon their lines af:er 60 dares’ no- 
tice. 
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A new code of street car laws was in- 
troduced into the City Council Tuesday 
afternoon by Council man W. R. Hodges, 
chairman of the committee which has been 
overhauling the system of street railroad 
legislation. 

The ordinances, three in number, were 
drawn up by the committee with the legal 


advice of Associate eee Counselor W. F. 
Woerner. They are designed to replace all 
the existing laws rasrubabions street car traf- 
fic. which have been numerous, in 
some cases contradictory. 

The most important parts of the new 
proposed law relate to the speed of the cars 
in different parts of the city, to the inter- 

vals between cars at different hours of the 
day and to the license tax to be paid by the 
companies. 

Instead of the present tax of $25 a car 
the companies are to pay one mill for each 
passenger carried, amounting to a 2 per cent 
tux on full fares. 

The committee estimated that this change 
would increase the city’s Hcense revenue 
from this source from $21,000 to $130,000. The 
present system is open to the objection that 
it discourages the companies from running 
a sufficient number of cars to accommo- 
date the public. 


THE TIME SCHEDULE.

Instead of holding motormen and conduc- 
tors responsible for violations of the law re- 
sulting from orders issued to them. the of- 
ficials who issued the orders are to be held 
liable to fines for misdemeanors. The fines 
range from $5 to $500. 

The first bill contains all the regulat! ons 
relating to the running of cars. he sec- 
authorizes the appointment of a super- 
visor to see that the law is enforced and to 
prosecute v iniations 

The third bill requires the companies to) 
make quarterly reports, as at present, to 
the ecfty register, these reports to be 
basis for the license tax of one mill per 
passenger. The number of passengers car- 
ried by each car must be shown The 
comptroller may appoint not more than six 
inspectors to examine these returns, and 
the penalty for false. returns is revocation | 
of the license of each car regarding whicn | 
the false Statement is made.

Kelly did not attend the session of the 
House of Deiegates Tuesday night and the 
deputy sheriffs intrusted with the warrant 
reported that they could not locate Kelly 
at his residence, 1815 Eliiot avenue. 

rs. Kelly stated to the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday morning that Mr. Kelly was 
at home Tuesday night and departed at 
7:30 o'clock Wednesday morning for his 
office, 11s North Third street. 

At 9:15 o'clock it was stated at his office 
that Mr. Kelly had not yet arrived. 

When Judge Douglas issued the bench 
warrant at 4:3) o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
as announced in the late editions of the 
Post-Dispatch, he informed the sheriff's of- 
fice that he would remain at the Four 
Courts until 6 o'clock to sign Kelly's bona 
if the warrant were served.

Fhe bench warrant issued against Kelly 
charges misconduct in public office. This 
offense is a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine of from $500 to $3000 or a term in the 
city jail not to exceed one year. Convic- 
tion on this charge debars the person con- 
victed from ever again holding public of- 
fice. 

The issuing of the bench warrant against 
Kelly was the sequel to an investigation 
by the grandjury into charges that the 
former speaker had violated his oath of 
office by accepting contracts for printing 
from the city. 

The ordinances provide that no city con- 
tract shall be let to any city ofneia or any 
concern in which a city official is directly 
or indirectly interested.

LUNCHEON TO COURT 


FORMER CZAR OF CONGRESS CAR- 
RIES IT IN GRIPSACE. 


SHARES IT WITH A_ FRIEND 


They Eat It Like Schoolboys While 
Resting From Labors of Suit 
Involving Millions. 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Thomas Brackett 


Reed, former czar of Congress, has quall- 
fled as an expert in electricity in the United 
States Court. 

Taking his lunch with him, stowed away 
in his well-worn yellow grip sack, reminis- 
cent of the days when he used to campaign 
for Congress up in Maine, he sat all day 
long in a class in higher electricity drink- 
ing in the technical terms with much gusto 
and wound up by reading his essay from a 
pink manuscript. 

The big former speaker was the most 
earnest student of the profound mysteries 
of electricity in the crowded courtroom, 
which was equipped, like a power house, 
with batteries, switch boards, tangles of 
wires, charts and all manner of electrical! 
machinery. 

Mr. Reed, clad in an airy new blue serge 
suit and sack coat, appeared as counse!] for 
the Stanley Electrical Co. of Pittsfield, 
Mass. . 

The Westinghouse company asked an in- 
junction to prevent the Stanley company 
from an alleged infringement on an electric 
motor patented by Nikola Tesla and pur- 
chased from him by the complainant. 

It 18 said that the entire principle of 
transmitting electricity over Wires such as 
is necdtd for propelling street cars and 
lighting cities is wrapped up in this motor 
now in use throughout the world. 

Millions hinge on the result of the case 
and the future of the Stanley company, 
which is now employing 1200 persons in 
Pittsfield, depends on what ts done in court. 

When the court adjourned for recess, Mr. 
Reed took his big Maine gripsack, and call- 
ing his friend, Wm. C. Winter, went back 
to the last bench of the courtroom. He 


opened the big grip and exhibited a 
luncheon that would have delighted a steve- 
dore. 

There were big, brown, old-fashioned bis- 
cults, sliced open and filled with ham and 
chicken. Like two school boys the former 
speaker and his friend dived into the sand- 
wiches, and between mouthfuls the big 
Maine man told funny stories.

Chief Desmond, accompanied by Thomas 
McGrath, returned to St. Louis from 
Guadalajara (pronounced as if spelled Wad- 
alhara) over the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway at 7:30 o'clock Thursday morning. 

Mr. McGrath proceeded to the Four 
Courts, while Chief Desmond went to his 
home at 4200 Page avenue. 

Evidently the trip to the Mexican city 
has proved a boon to the St. Louis detec- 
tive chief. He is sun-tanned and aligh"ly 
stouter than when he left five weeks ag> 

His whole m@nner indicated that he was 
confident Ex-Councilman Kratz would 
eventually be brought back for trial. 

From his remarks it was inferred that 
the Mexican police. officials now had the 
fugitive under surveillance. 

"Mexicans Are 
Hospitable. 

Detective MoGrath also looked the pic- 
gure of health. He referred all inquiries 
to Chief Desmond. 

Talking in @ personal vein the chief said 
that he enjoyed his trip to Guadalajara 
immensely, and that the authorities of the 
ee ee city had accorded him every cour- 
tesy. 


“Guatalajara haé a popultation of 180,000.

“The police constabulary there is up to 
mo@ern standards. It is somewhat pecu- 
liar, however, to one used to thé American 
system. Instead of patrolling beats at 
night a policeman is found on nearly every

_triets of the city. 

“He always carries a lantern and an or- 
derly on horseback corresponds to our ser- 
geant. When the orderly comes along the 
policeman signals with his lantern. 

“Guadalajara is comparatively free of 
crime, and great shrewdness has been 
shown tn the running down of offenders.”’

While in St. Louls he took a nap at the

“St. Louis reminds me of several cities— 
Philadelphia and other places.”’ 

Then he went to sleep. 

But it must not be taken for granted 
that Mark Twain went to sleep because 
St. Louls reminded him of Philadelphia. 
He courted a slesta because he was sleepy. 
He was sleepy because he needed sleep. It 
was the most natural thing in the world. 

Mark Twain had been on a train two 
negits and a day. He left New York night 
before last. He didn’t sleep well on the 
train. That was rot the fault of the train. 
It was due to the weather. 

The first night he was too cold. The 
second night he was too hot. He said so 
himself, and he never lies. 

“The only real liar in this world,” said 
Mark Twain to me on the train 
Thursday morning, somewhere this side of 
Litchfield, “is the practical joker. I hate 
& practical joker. His aim in life is to de- 
ceive. I never was a practical joker—ex- 
cept when I was a boy, and a boy has no 
sense. The practical joker is a boy who 
never has grown up. His head is full of 
stewed oysters instead of brains.”’ 


“IS MARK TWAIN ABOARD?” 

“Is Mark Twain aboard?’ I inquired of 
Hi Jenkins, the merry-mouthed Ethiope 
who pilots the New York sleeper as head 
porter. 

Yes, sah,"' replied Hi, wondering why on 
earth any man should want to see Mark 
Twain. 

It was just about daylight—a raw, chil! 
dawn on the Illinois prairies, January 
jabbed into June, a latter May morning 
with March mercury. 

Still, it was the end ofthe nteht when 
Mark Twain got so hot that he couldn't 
sleep. 

“Yes, sah, Mistah Twain is on dis train.

“Will you carry my card tnto Mr. Clem- 
ens’ drawing room?’

Meekly I explained that Clemens was Mr. 
Twain's home name. 

“What's hé travelin’ under on o' 4 
yere a-lie-asees fur?’ asked the porter. 

“Mr. Clemens,’ said I, “is a writer, a 
man who writes funny books. and he uses 
Mark Twain when he writes.”’ 

“Say, mistah,”’ the porter § said or 
thought dat man was a writer. He laid 
awake all iight befo’ las’ a-readin’ a great 
big book. Funnies’ man I evah did see 
Say, he didn't sleep a wink, dat man didn’. 
Whah'd you know dat man?”
